operators in the Clinton, Ind.. dis- 
trict, with Walter S. Bogle and the 
Crescent Coal and Mining company 
as the Chicago factor. It is charged 
in the evidence presented that Mr. 
Bogle appears as president of one of 
the Indiana mining companies, mak- 
ing an agreement with himself as 
president of the Crescent Coal and 
Hiding cc=:;\v.:y.

Hudson company, who told as far as 
he knew the prices of coal at ITew 
York. 


He was first examined by Commis- 


sioner Watkins. 
He said his com- 


pany has no control of coal prices in 
New York. All the company:s coal 
for tidewater is turned over to the 
Hillside 
Coal and 
Iron company, 


owned by the Erie railroad, at Car- 
bondale, s!id con! 5cr tlic "cst 
turned over to the Eric at Hones 
dale. 


The Delaware and Hudson com 


pany is working with the Erie com 
pany under the 65 and 35 per cent 
basis, just the 
same as the inde 


pendent operators were doing prior 
to the abrogation of their contract 
The contract between the Erie and 
the Delaware and Hudson is still in 
force. 


The Delaware and Hudson gets 65 


per cent, of the average tidewatei 
price of coal at New York on the 
New Jersey side, and the Erie gets 
the other 35 for the transportation 
and expense of selling the fuel. The 
circular tidewater price is $5 and it 
costs about 20 or 25 cents a ton to 
transport it from 
the New Jersey 


side to New York. 


DO NOT CONTROL RETAILERS. 
Continuing, 
Mr. Torrey said the 


Delaware and Hudson had nothing 
to do with the retail price of coal in 
New York «vnd all his information 
about «uch prices irac merely hear- 
say. 
In answer to Commissioner 


Clark, witness said the Delaware and 
Hudson sell direct to dealers and dis- 
tributing houses in New York state 
and New England. He further said 
that the Delaware and Hudson de- 
rived no benefit from the abnormal 
retail prices of coal. 


During the examination counsel 


for the miners endeavored to get the 
witness to tell something about 
freight rates, 
but the commission 


ruled out the question. Many ques- 
tions were asked which Mr. Torrey 
could not answer, but he promised 
to bring before the commission docu- 
mentary information regarding the 
prices of coal in 1901 and 1902 and 
the prices now in vogue, where the 
Delaware and Hudson sells coal.

THE WAGE QUESTION. 


"First, the matter of wages. Our 


statements and figures, already sub- 
mitted and certified by the other side, 
will be explained in detail by 
the 


auditor. 
These statements will ut- 


terly refute the charges that our em- 
ployes are underpaid and they will 
disclose when supplemented, as they 
will be, by oral testimony that the 
earning capacity of the employes is 
self-limited and that the men have 
it in their power, if their union did 
not interfere and hold them back, to 
earn much larger amounts, fully as 
large, if not in excess of the demands 
before the commission. 


"We shall show that th» 
trade 


life is not short, the conditions not 
unhealthy, the dangers vastly less 
than represented, and they largely 
not incident to the place of employ- 
ment but due to the gross careless- 
ness of the men themselves. And it 
is a significant fact, in view of all 
the testimony as to the dangers of 
the employment, that the reports of 
the mine inspector for the year end- 
ing 1901 disclose that out of the 
9,037 
employes of our companies 


there were only twenty-five fatal ac- 
cidents and sixty non-fatal. 


REDUCTION OF HOURS. 


"Second, the demand for a reduc- 


tion in hours 
of employment, 
if 


granted, we shall show would 
be 


prejudicial alike to employer and 
employe. The nominal ten-hour day 
does not result in securing in aver- 
age of even an eight-hour day in tho 
region and never has. It will appear 
that this demand is most unreason- 
able, aiid aside from crippling tha 
companies, will restrict the earning 
capacity of the employe. You can- 
not graft such a system upon the 
anthracite region, the breakers not 
averaging full time without serious 
loss and damage to everybody. 


"Third, the third demand involves 


not merely the question of payment 
by weight, but payment for each ton 
of 2,240 pounds as it comes from the 
mine. This is impracticable, as we 
shall show, and manifestly unfair. 
'Miners' ton' is a misnomer and is 
confusing. 'Miners' weight,' and at 
all our collieries payment is by this 
method, 
has a definite 
and fixed 


meaning in law and practice. 


"I think we shall be able to satisfy 


the commission 
that the 
present 


method of 
payment 
by 
miners' 


weight is eminently fair to nil con- 
cornbd.

the senate met today Mr. Jones (Ne-

SNAKE VENOM IN DEMAND. 


In Bochester, N. Y., there is an in-

University 
of Strasburg, 
and he 


wants 
$500 worth 
of rattlesnake 


venom in its powdered form to ex- 
periment with. He thinks my price 
of $25 per drachm is too high, but 
when it comes to procuring the stuff 
in the manner it has to be taken from 
the snake, with a slip meaning a 
bite that would result in either death 
or weeks in the hospital, I can tell 
you I will not furnish a drachm for 
one cent less. I have to pick each 
snake up with my hand and force 
a spoon into its mouth in order to 
procure the venom, and although I 
have handled rattlers all my life I 
never court trouble unless there is a 
financial consideration worth taking 
the risks for." 


The rattlesnake venom is used by 


the medical world in cases of leprosy, 
diphtheria, lockjaw and other dis- 
eases where desperate chances are 
taken for the patient's recovery.

CITY HAY MABKET. 


There is a law under which men 


and women are sold into temporary 
bondage in Kentucky. It is known 
as the vagrant act and was passed 
by the legislature as long ago as 
1795. 
Only a few weeks ago Sheriff 


W. L. Lawson, of Lancaster, acted as 
auctioneer and sold several of the 
vagrants. The sales take place every 
month or so in all the counties and 
a big crowd attends each time. The 
aged vagrant act, which has been 
amended slightly once or twice in 
the last half century, shows that 
certain popular games of today were 
popular in colonial times, and men- 
tion is made especially of "Pharoah" 
banks, all "Pharoah" dealers or man- 
agers being described 
as saleable 


criminals, says the New York Times. 


It Is after an indictment by the 


grand jury that the prisoner is auc- 
tioned. 
Tho prosecution is criminal 


in nature and under the law the ac- 
cused is entitled to "the benefit of 
reasonable doubt." If found guiliy 
he must go into servitude, but the 
period of slavery is temporary; if he 
is an adult it lasts 
only 
twelve 


months, and if a child he must serve 
until his twenty-first birthday. Very 
often the 
purchaser 
is some one 


whom the vagrant has asked to buy 
him, and In such cases the lot of the 
latter is not hard, for ho lives 
at 


case upon the resources of the pur- 
chaser, who is often his relative. 


The law of 1795 was called "an act 


to prevent the increase of vagrants 
and other idle and disorderly per- 
sons within this state." In section 
1 it is enacted: 


•'That every 
able-bodied 
person 


who is found loitering or rambling 
about, not having wherewithal 
to 


maintain himself by some 
visible 


property, and who doth not betake 
himself to labor or some honest call- 
ing to procure a livelihood, and all 
persons who may be found begging, 
and who quit their habitation and 
leave their wives and children with- 
out suitn'bV 
innnns of Kiihsiptorice, 


whereby they 
suffer 
or 
become 


chargeable to the county, and all and 
every keeper and keepers, exhibitor 
or exhibitors of cither of the gam- 
bling tables called A, B, C or E, 0 
tables, or of a Pharoah's bank, or 
any other table or bank of the same 
kind under any denomination what- 
ever, nnd all other idle and dissolute 
persons without any visible means 
of subsistence, shall be deemed and 
treated as vagrants." 


The remaining sections of the act 


deal with the details of the punish- 
ment, and the whole law takes up 
chapter 122 of the Kentucky stat- 
utes. For many years it contained a 
provision that the vagrant must be 
whipped publicly if nobody appeared 
to buy him. but this section was re- 
pealed. 
The number of lashes by 


the public lasher 
was limited to 


twenty-five. 


Out of the proceeds of n vagrant's 


sale arc paid the fees and expenses 
of the prosecution, 
and whatever 


money is left hns to be applied to 
the payment of debts of the once free 
citizen. 
Should there be a second 


remainder, it is given to the wife 


j nnd children, if rhc criminal hns any; 


but if he be wifeless and childless, 
the money is kept for him until the | 
rnd of his term of service. 
If 
n j 


married vagrant, after having been j 
convicted, can scrape together $100 j 
for a bond, with good surety, he is 
allowed to go home when he gives a 
promise to reform and adhere to hard 
work. 
Should he fail later to keep 


this promise his bond is forfeited. 


Several of the lower courts have 


declared the statute of 1795 to be 
illegal, but the highest courts have 
not had a chance to pass on the mat- 
ter. 
The cases involving vagrants 


have never been appealed to 
the .

Psychology 
of the 
Chicken 


Crossing the Boad."

be in two or three volumes, octavo, 
with an appendix 
by his brother, 


Henry James. 
This important sub- 


ject, in so far as it can be adequate- 
ly treated in so brief a space, will 
be thus definitely settled. The sub- 
ject under Professor James' treat- 
ment naturally divides itself into 
four divisions. 
Each will be dis- 


cussed from tho philosophical, psy- 
chological, sociological and cosmo- 
graphical view-point, together with 
figurative data and tabulations, ar- 
ranged or compiled from Professor 
James' personal observations.

This will bo fol- 


lowed by a summary and psychology 
of ''the whole blooming business," as 
Professor James subtly put it. Pro-

vis, who was once a very conspicuous 
figure in American politics, died at 
her home in Baltimore recently. The 
circumstance recalls a speech made 
by James G. Blaine in the house of 
representatives in 1866 in which the 
name of her husband figured.
